Rome, Nov. 26. 

Withdrawal of govern- 
ment subsidies may force 
Catholic Bantu schools in 
South Africa to curtail 
their activity, the mis- 
sionary news agency Fides 
said today. 


Fides snid the 800 schools, 
with 121,000 pupils and — 2,333 
teachery, were seriously affecied 
by Ue Bantu Education Act, 
which faced them with = the 
cholee of acvepting the Govern- 
ment's upertheid policy or 
Jusing Ube Government subsidy, 

“The Church, taced with the 
alternative of selling out to the 
State and losing control of the 
schools, chose to accept the 
reduced subsidy, falling by 26 
per cent annually, und keep her 
schools," sidd Fides, “By the 
end of 1957 the catire subsidy 
will hava been withdrawn,” 


HEAVY BURDEN 


Fides said: “The Bantu Mis- 
sion schools undex the control of 
(he Catholic Church will con- 
tunue to function even after all 
kovernment subsidies have been 
withdrawn,” It said, however,
